Upon presentation of such pe- 
tition to the Governor, a special election to 
till such vacancy shall be ordered bv the Gov- 
ernor, Who shall, within tive days «fter the 
presentation of such petition, issue 
a proclamation for such election: but no 
special election shall be held under this act 
within twenty days before a general election. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act shall 


apply to any vacancy now existing 
in the office of any Representative 
in Congress. This act Shall take 


effect immediately. The bill was made a 
special order for to-morrow morning.

IH THE MOUNTAINS. 


of a Crime.

CHAMBERLAIN’S INN, BROOKFIELD, 
N. H., July 15, 1881. 
‘Is thaw the place?’’ and a rather doubtful, 
quizzical expression crossed the doctor’s face 
as we paused along the beautiful shady coun- 


tryroad which led fromthe railway station three® 


miles distant to the farmhouse to which we 
were bound. For as said destination became 
visible to the eye of mature rather than that of 
imagination it didn’t look exactly as we 
thought it might. <A long, low, rambling 
structure, the main part of which is very old, 
while wings and ells and kitchens and sheds 
have been added bcre and ‘‘finished off” 
there at various dates iu its history; in color 
resembling Joseph’s famous coat, being partly 
red, partiv white, partly yellow and partly 
the color of new unpainted = sbingles; 
“« perfect labyrinth of rooms within, 
bic rooms, little rooms, finished rooms and 
unfinished attics, all opening into each other 
in most intricate and unexplinitory fashion, 
with flights of stairs and little landings in 
unexpected places, with tinv windows that 
only jet iu a breathful of airapiece, but with 
complicated Ways of raising “draughts”? in 
every direction by the opening of doors and 
window:—it is a queer old place indeed. The 
principal charm consists in four splendid 
great old elim trees io front of the house, 
which afford shade and coolness far surpass- 
ing that which any piazza could give, and the 
principal curiosity 1s the frescving of the 
walls of the front enfrv aud the winding 
stairevse and of the little landing above. These 
walls were all painted early in the present 
century with tiles laden with unusual fo- 
linge and impossible fruits, and inhabited by 
vorgeous buds such as never perched on 
bough the wide world over, and ‘neath 
ihe shace of the trees are typical New Eng- 
land “meeting houses” and mansions, min- 
vied with tions, tigers, elephants and other 
rare and curious animals, while apes and 
monkeys dispute the boughs with the feath- 
ered sonzsters.

I wish they 
could formulate and would impart the 
secret!

The ambitious project of turning the waters 
of the ocean into the Sabara Desert and thus 
eonverting it into avast inland sen never got 
beyond the thoretioal stave, and did not stav 
there long in the face of the assertions of 
many African travelers that the greater part 
ofthe surface of the Desert is above the level 
of high tide. Nowthe French, who are at 
present taking the lead in schemes of Africau 
development, bave in contemplation a similar 
project, but one on a much smaller seale and 
of undoubted practicabilitv. Itis to make a 
hiv salt lake in the low desert lands south of 
the settlements of Algiers and Tunis by means 
ofa ceunal from the Mediterranean. The 
lake Would cut off the predatory tribes of 
Arabs thatinhbabit: the mountainous region 
bevond the desert, and serve as a strong mili- 
tary frontier for the French colonists. Prob- 
abiy the cost of the canal would be made up 
lu iew vears by the reduction in the army 
expenses of defending the present frontier. 
At the head of this enterprise, as the reader 
will re acily Flurmise, is the Count de Lesseps, 
very French canal scheme now-a-days turns 
to this remarkable engineer its vatural 
chief, making noaecount of the fact that he 
Iyis already passed by six vears the Ps<almist’s 
limit of three-scorce-and-ten.

THE ROMANCE OF ART. 


Mile. Jacquemart Married the 
Wealthy M. Andre. 
From the New York Herald. 

Dispatches? from Paris announced, ag an 
event of some social importance, the imar- 
riage of Mile. Neliv J acquemart, the artist, to 
M. Andre, the mullionaire. Who is Mlle. 
Jacquemart’ “Sheis,’? says London Truth, 
‘‘a Parisienne Parisiennante, now in the ma- 
turity of her talent asa portrait painter and 
in the plenitude of ner womanly charms. She 
first revealed herself as an artist of ability the 
year in Which the Misses Slidel! mad>—after the 
noisy Trent affair had well advertised them— 
theirdebut at the Tuileries. At that time 
she might have been three and twenty. She 
was spoken of among her personal friends as 
a future Rosa Bonheur, but in another genre. 
Mile. Jacquemart belonged to an artis- 
tic family, some members of which narrowly 
missed being illustrious. Many of them 
touched eminence. For generations they 
had worked as decorative artists and engrav- 
ers. The habits of the parents became. the 
instincts of the child. Mile. Nelly took to 
painting as ducklings take to the water. But 
her early efforts were not appreciated by the 
ee yp for the simple reason that it had not 

iad opportunities to judge ofthem. Although 
le Francuais est ne galant, fine art juries 
composed of Frenchmen, to whom Mlle. 
Jacquemart’s works were submitted, were 
slow to admit the maestria of their execution, 
because they were signed by a young lady 
who bad no influential friend behind her. 
Her mother at that time so:d on commission 
sewing machines for an Americ in 
house. Mlle. Neliv has since aequired a 
very taking sort of beauty. She was then a 
beggurd, gvpsv-looking girl, Who was plain 
when her face Was iu repose but interesting 
whenshe ligbtedup. The door to fortune 
was opened to this rising star of ‘*high life’’ 
by M. Duruy, who fellin love with her pict- 
ures. Sbe obtained access to the Executive 
Mansion at Versailles, where Theirs sat to 
her for bis portrait and was often glad of her 
livelv conversation inthe evening after the 
toiland annoyances of the dav. Whatever 
pleased bim pleased Mme. Theirs, who in- 
vited the fair artist to drop ip often to tine 
or to tea in the evening. Mile. Jacquemart be- 
came one of the familiars of the Presidential 
andan object of jealousy to the Russian 
princess *-Dora,”’ who wanted to 
be the only woman iatimate enough to carry 
6n auricular—though. of course, purely pla- 
tonic—flirtations with Thiers. Her Highness 
ultempted to get up a cabal Against the inter- 
esting portrait painter among the fine art 
jurors and newspaper critics. The po¥tra.! 
of Thiers did afford angles of vantage to those 
feuilletonists Who joined in the cabal. It was 
a likeness, certainly, but not a speaking one. 
No history of the great man’s career Was giy- 
en in the furrows and lines of the face. Her 
later works have not been victorious in the 
Salon, in which sbe has been from choice any- 
thing but an assiduous exhibitor.

M. Andre livesina palace in the Boule- 
vard Haussmann. He built it for bimseif 
and went to reside in it about tive vears ago.

THE POPE’S TOMB. 


Conduct of the Lovers of Liberty at the 
Translation of PiusiIX.’s Remuins. 
Special Dispatch to the New York World. 


The translation of the body of Pepe Pius 
1X. from its resting-place in the Basilica of 
St. Petertothe tomb provided forit in the 
Church of San Lorenzo was accomplished 
last night and this morning, the removal be- 
ginning at midnight and the whole ceremony 
being ended before daylight. The ceremony 
was attended and disgraced by some of the 
most shameful scenes ever seen in Rome. 
Immediately after his death and his obse- 
quies, it will be remembered that the body of 
the late Pope, encased in several coftins, one 
within the other, was elevated to aniche pre- 
pared for it high upon the walls of one of the 
chapels of St. Peter’ s Church, where it re- 
mained until yesterday. Meanwhile, in ac- 
cordance with the order given in his will, a 
simple and unexpensive tomb had been pre- 
pared as its last resting place, under the altar 
of the Church of San Lorenzo, which is some 
distance fromthe Vatican. The late Pope 
had certain tender reminiscences connected 
with this church and for this reason wished 
his body to repose there. Moreover, it is 
suid that the profound humility of spirit of 
which he was capable at times had induced 
him to wish to mortify his pride in life by di- 
recting that his body should not have the 
honor of permanent sepulture in the grandest 
church of the world and nearthe remains of 
the Apostles Peter and Paul. 

‘The tomb in the Church of San Lorenzo has 
been completed for some time, but for rea- 
sons satisfactory to his executors the transla- 
tion of the body was postponed until last 
night. A careful watch was preserved over 
it until all the arrangements were complete. 
At midnight the coftin was carried from the 
cbupel and surrounded and followed by a 
large body of priests and Catholic laymen 
tbe mortuary procession set forth The 
coffin was placed upon a_ bier drawn 
horses und the priests and laymen carried 
lighted candles. . The scene was solemn and 
sombre inthe extreme, but scarcely had the 
procession left the steps of St. 
Peter’s than an unruly mob of the roughs of 
the city swarmed around it, hustling and in- 
tercepting the priests, endeavoring to extin- 
cuish theeandles and to overturn the bier 
and shouting ‘*Long live Italy !’? “Down with 
the Pope!’’ *“*Away with the black gowns!”’ 
and soon. The distucbance became so great 
and the fear of aterrible scandal was so im- 
minent thatthe city authorities were com- 
pelied tointervene. Tke police force prov- 
ing inadequate, some companies of soldiers 
were hurriedly sent for. On arriving they 
dispersed the mob, order was restored, the 
procession moved ontothe church and the 
ceremonies of placing the bodv inthe tom) 
were completed.

Col. David P. Hadden, late President of the 
Cotton Exchange at Memphis, Tenn., has 
also arrived. The Convention will as- 
semble Wednesday mouorning  in_ the 
ladies ordinary of the Southern 
Hotel, and _ will be in session all 
day Wednesday, Thursday and Friday.

The Colored Attorney the Cause of a 
Scene in Court. 


When the case of Charles Kane, a colored 
boy, was called in the Court of Crimiual Cor- 
rection to-dav , Mr.Aaron Alpora Bradley,the 
colored attorney and ex-State Senator from 
Georgia, stepped up tothe bar when PDrovi- 
sional Judge MeGinnis addressed him and 
said: “Mr. Bradley, I will be on this bench 
until 12 o’clovck and I[ won’t allow you 
to practice in this Court while 
Iam onthe bench.” Mr.Bradley took a seat 
and Judge McGinnis, turning to the sheriff 
said, **Put that man out of the bar, Mr. 
Sheriff.’”’ Before being forcibly ejected Mr. 
Bradley took up his stove-pipe and walked 
out. He made a bee line for Col. Slaybeck’s 
office and with that gentleman returned to 
the Four Courts, but Judge McGinnis had 
adjourned Court.

The Boss Highwayman.

It is now believed that the dare devil who 
with consummate address robbed the stage 
coach running between Del Norte and Ala- 
mosa on the nightof June 29 was entirely 
without assjstance in that bold operation. If 
this be the fact his exploit will rank among 
the most audacious in the annals of highway 
robbery. There were eight men and one 
woman inside the coach and four men on top 
besides the driver. When they were about 
twenty miles from Del Norte, at midnight, 
the robber appeared behind a piece of cinvas 
stretched along the roadside, ordered the 
driver to balt and the entire company 
to dismount from the _ stage. All the 
fourteen persons immediately complied and 
ranged themselves in line in accordance with 
the robber’s instructions.

Saturday Night’s Big Blaze. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock on Saturday night 
the§ tobacco factory of Ryan &’ Cuminsky, 
at the corner of Second and Market streets, 
was discovered to beon fire. 
first seen in the fourth story of the building 
by Private Watchman Gummersell, who 
promptly gave the alarm. When the first en- 
gines reached the scene the fire had not yet 
breken throuch the windows, and Assistant 
Chief Lindsay ordered the extension, and in 
less than three minutes the Bangor extension 
ladder had been hoisted to the top story 
window. Smokewas pouring out on all 
sides, but no flame was yet visible. Then 
came a delay ofa moment or two, for which 
no one seemed able to account, and after that 
the smoke settled down so rapidly that the 
firemen worked at a great disadvantage. Af- 
ter some further delays a line from No. 15 was 
taken up and wus soon doing telling work 
onthe fourth story. In an bour and a half 
from the time the first alarm was turned on 
the fire was completely subdued, though the 
firemen remained ut their posts until 11 o’clock 
to be sure that no new flame would spring 
up. The hose burst a number of times dur- 
ing the struggle, causing annoying delays. 
Wolting & Dieckiied’s wholesale grocery 
store, situated ucross the alley in the rear, 
was in imminent danger of being burned, but 
the flames sprang against the brick walls and 
iron Winilow-blinds and were unable to gain 
a hold upon the building. The origin of the 
fire isa mystery. The loss of Ryan & Cum- 
minsky is estimated at about $15,000, three- 
fifths of which is covered by insurance. A. 
J. Childs, at No. 207 Market street, had his 
atock of agricultural implements damaged by 
Water about 0 worth,and Brunswick & 
Balke, just above, sustained slicht loss. ‘The 
building, which belongs to Mrs. Caroline 
Kaieer, was damaged to the amount of }2,000, 
hut whether it was insured or not isnot 
known. b.

FACTORY IN FLAMES. 


Béward Ring & Sons’ Lard House 
' Consumed by Fire. 


Scenes at the Conflagration—Loss, $25,- 
000—Insurance—Incidents. 


At about 4:45 this morning Officer Quigley 
of the Third District Police, whose beat isin 
the vicinity of Twenty-first and Morgan 
streets, perceived heavy volumes of flame 
and smoke issuing from the windows of an 
L extension of Edward Ring & Son’s lard and 
lard oil establishment, this part of the works 
being located on the corner of the alley on the 
west side of Twenty-first, between Morgan 
street and Lucas avenue. He ran at once to 
the box at the Blind Asylum, 
but _—i this failing to work, he 
ran to Twentieth and Wash and 

urned on an alarm from that point. Engines 
numbered 4,5, 7 and 10 were soon on the 
vground, an alarm having also been turned 
on from box 246, at Twenty-second and 
Washington avenue. Assistant Chiefs Lind- 
say and Sharkey were soon at the scene of the 
conflagration, and the flames were making 
such terrible headway that Mr. Lindsay, or- 
dered a second alarm, andin a few minutes 


the force at work was increased bv the ar- 
rival of engines numbered 13, 14, 17 and 18, 
and book and ladders numbered 1, 2, und 3.

cover the plat extending from _ the. 
alleyway to Morgan street,and westward cov- 
ering the street from Nos. 2100 to 2114. On the 
corner is the residence of Mrs. Mary Ring, a 
handsome two-story stone front, with a 
fine extension of pressed brick. The main 
body of the manufactory and warehouse cov- 

ered Nos. 2102, 2104, 2106, 2108, 2110, 2112, and 
2114, This was a plain structure, two-stories 
bich, built of brick, being very plain and un- 

‘embellished. 

The flames, fed by the inflammable, almost 
explosive material—chiefly paint and varnish 
ineredients—stored in the extension, soon 
spread with irresistible force to the larger 
and main body which was largely stocked 
witb lard and hand oil in tanks and in barrels. 

Between the extension and the main build- 
ing was the stable and stable yard, this open- 
ing northward upon the alley. 
There were three horses in the 
stable which were saved with much 
difficulty, the panic-stricken animals show- 
ing the usual panicky inclination peculiar to 
horses to rush into the flames. When the 
fire struck the main building it looked as 
though it would be impossible to save either 
that or the residence which adjoined it,sepa- 
rated merety by it fire wall, 
while there were numerous case 
ings and wood-works, and the firemen de- 
voted their energies to the preservation of 
the dwelling. In the meantime the 
main building of the manufactorv 
was one mass of lurid flame, and, capped with 
volumes of black and opaque smoke, made a 
most awful and impressive sight. Some 
eight streams were playing on the fire, but 
they seemed only to add fuel to the flames, 
and it was a matter of impossibility to check 
them, so far as the gil and iard works were 
concerned. An enormous crowd soon gatb- 
ered, and the firemen and police had 
their hands full in tighting the 
tire and restraining the excited 
throng which was accelerated in numbers 
every moment, the dense black smoke attract- 
ing people from all parts of the city. In front 
of the ballding was astack of barrels and 
hogsheads full of lard and oily material and 
some effort was made to save these. Inavery 
short time the long stretch of room, about 
120 feet by 70,fellin withacrash and the 
sparks flew in majestic volumes, dotting the 
inky vapor like stars. The flames seemed to 
gain fresh impetus and the heat became so in- 
tense and stifling that the excited crowd was 
driven back by the blistering temperature. 
The firemen worked heroically but without 
avail, and it was determined to turn their 
chief attention to saving the residence. ‘The 
Skinner truck men stationed themselves on 
the roof of the residence witb the small Bab- 
cock extinguishers and fought the fire from 
that point, keeping the wooden casings of the 
windows well saturated with water. No. 10 
also took a line of hoseto the roofand had a 
cood stream playing from that point, while 
No. 4 took two lines into the residence. From 
this point for two hours the men fought the 
flames, and it was desperate fighting 
for the element had its own wayin the main 
building. By 7 a.m, the intense volume of 
flame found no material §to sustain it, the 
building being absolutely gutted. The front 
walls crumbled, and although those of the 
extension remained standing there was 

NOTHING SAVED, 
the buildings being completely gutted of 
their contents. The escape of Mrs. Ring’s 
residence Was a remarkable one and was ex- 
ceedingly fortunate. The residence was 
damaged to but a trifling extent, and 
this was of the nature ef the wood 
work being scorched and the glass near the 
fre smashed. Ofcourse consjderable dam- 
age was done by water, but not 6d much as 
eengresl rat a8 the Salvage Corps re- 
moved a great deal of the househg)d gooas 
and saved them from damagé. All fhémul?” 
ing engines 4,5 and 7 played steadily upon 
the smouldering ruins, there§ still being an 
intense heat and germs of fire in the ruins. 
No other buildings in the Viginity were | 
damaged to any considerable extent, and 
it is lucky that the flames were 
confined as they wete. Onthe west of the 
estublishmeht was andtber alley which inter- 
vened betwWeen the tire and a number of resi- 
dences on that side.

A RESTLESS RECEIVER. 


The Court Declines to Interfere in the 
Columbia Loan Matter. 


Judge Thayer this morning in Circuit 
Court No. 5 rendered a decision, which, for 
the present, disposes of the question in- 
volved in the wrangle between the Columbia 
Life Insurance receiver and the St. Louis 
Mutual receiver respecting re-pay- 
ment of advances made by one 
estate for the _  otber. The Columbia 


receiver, L. E. Alexander, sought to 
compel the St. Louis Mutual receiver, 
Silas Bent, to refund moneys’ ad- 
vanced to the St. Louis Mutual estate at 
various times pending the litigation between 
the two companies, amounting to about 
+60,000. The application was made to compel 
repayment of those advances out of moneys 
now in Court belonging to the St. 
Louis Mutual estate realized by the sale of 
the Insurance building and likewise in part 
from its special deposit fund. The Court 
Savs: 

If, as the Columbia receiver contends, the 
advances are to be treated as moneys bor- 
rowed by the Mutual receiver with the 
Court’s sanction to defray the 
expenses of administration then it 
would be proper to order them _ to 
be refunded, and the only question to be de- 
termined would be whether the loans could 
properly be repaid out of the fund proceeded 
against. If, on the other hand, the advances 
were made under special contracts fixing the 
time and manner of repayment, such special 
contracts must be respected. There 2zan 
be no doubt whatever that the sum of 
$50,500 was advanced in pursuance of an 
agreement which clearly provides in what 
mannerthe sum shall be refunded. Under 
the contract of May 2, 1878, and the decree of 
April 2, 1879, in the accounting, suit it is clear 
that the parties contracted that this sum 
should be applied in payment of whatever 
final) allowance might Se made in favor 
of the St. Louis Mutual against the Colum- 
bia Life Insurance Company. If the ac- 
counting suit failed of its purpose it was 
stipulated that the sum advanced tothe Mu- 
tual estate should be accepted in payment on 
account of whatever tinal allowance might be 
made against the Columbia as 
the re-insurer. The Couft  accord- 
ingly upholds the agreement and declines 
to erder any part of the sums so advanced to 
be refunded in advance ofthe final allowance. 
Neither does the Court at this time order the 
repayment of the two sums of $10,000 and 
+2,602 advanced to the Mutual receiver in 
the spring of 1877. These sums were vaid 
under an agreement made with the Colum- 
bia officers before it had been 
dissolved. The sums were to be credited on 
final accounting. The accounting suit failed 
of its purpose butthe final decreein that 
case provided that an accounting should 
eyentuslly be had ‘cctween the two corpora 
tions after all demands had been audited. 
Such accounting has not yet been had. 
transpires eventually that the Columbia has 
not sufficient assets to pay the 
expenses of administration or if 
there will not be a sufficient sum coming te 
the Mutual estate under the decree in the 
accounting suit, on account of its allowance 
against the Columbia to cover the advances 
already made, then it will be suffiuent time to 
consider whether those advances can be paid 
out of the deposit fund. Until then the 
Court declines to interfere or at least until 
there is a final report on claims against both 
estates.

What the Druggists of St. Louis Must 
Do Under the New Act. 

The druggists of St. Louis have for some 
time been considering the question as to 
whether the new act approved March 26, 1881, 
regulating the sale of medicines and poisons, 
required the druggists of St. Louis to re- 
register. It was decided to have legal advice 
upon. the subject, and Hon.John D. Pope 
was retained to examine into the merits of 
the case. Mr. Pope has given the subject 
careful study and consideration, and his 
opinion that the druggists will have to re- 
register is embodied in the following docu- 
ment addressed to Mr. M. W. Alexander: 

ST. LovIs, Mo., July 15, 1881. 
M. W. Alexander, Esq.: 

DEAR SIR:—In accordance with your re- 
quest Ihave examined the question whether 
the act of the last Legislature providing fora 
Board of Pharmacy for the State repeals the 
‘“Actto Regulate the Practice of Pharmacy 
in the City of St. Louis,” approved February 
2, 1874, and my opinion is that it does. The 
two actscannot stand together, and in such 
cases the rule is that the prior lawis repeal- 
ed. Theact providing forthe State Board 
extends to and includes the City of St. Louis 
and requires obedience of persons in the city 
us well as of those residing and doing busi- 
ness elsewhere in the State. Residence with- 
in the city is no excuse for disregarding the 
law. All must register before the State Board. 
Prior registration before the local Board is 
no compliance with the tate act— 
certain fees and penalties were prescribed by 
the old Jaw and somewhat different ones are 
prescribed in the new. It could not have 
been inteaded that persons doing business in 
the city should have a license from a differ- 
ent Board, or that they should be subject to 
different penalties than those provided for 
Other citizens of the State. The intention 
was té have one law for the whole State, and 
in order to *o {tbat it wag necessary to pro- 
vide a State Boardin piace of that whilen 
had formerly existed forthe city. The new 
law requires the Governor to appoint the 
Board; under the ola Jlaw members of the 
Collece of Pharmacy elected. The new law 
requires a duplicate list of all who have boon 
registered to be filed with the Secretary of 
State ;the old law required nothing ofjthe kin4, 
and the new law forbids any one to retail 
drugs or compound préscriptions anywhere 
inthe State without registration before the 
State Board. Itis manifest that reetsiration 
under the old law will not protect a person 
who fails to register under the new. It is
